by the speculators to let them have his wheat 
for less than it coat to raise it. When the 
ryot, miserable as is his condition, is not 
'offered what he considers a just price, he bides 
his wheat *in '-brown jugs" in the ground and 
waits for a hotter market. Our news indicates 
that the cultivator-i of tbe soil in Illinois. 
Minnesota and Iowa have much the same kind 
of human nature under their white skins as in 
covered by the brown skins of Bombay an 1 the 
Punjanb. Kansas City reports a sharp let ting- 
up in deliveries, and a large part of the vrheat 
going into elevators and storehouses in the 
northwest ia sent there simply for storage, and 
not to be forwarded to points of consumption. 


Tbe obstinate refusal of the western tiller of 


the soil to t>ke the advice of Wall street, Mark 
Lane, aud fancy poultry editors in New York 
newspaper offices to throw away the sweat and 
toil of a year just to enable the gamblers in 
phantom wheat to win their beta is interesting 
for several reasons. It is interesting to tbe 
gamblers, for it is a notice to them that if they 
go on selling for future delivery wheat which 
the farmer intends to keep in his bins, the day 
may overtake them when they will'not find tbe 
wfapat to fill their contracts growing ia the 
"alley" or on the fhor of the produce exchange. 
It is interesting to the foreign buyers of onr 
wheat, for it is evidence that our farmers 
simple as they are, have not failed to notice 
that the great foreign merchants, while loudly 
proclaiming their complete independence of 
American supplies, are steadily buying our 
wheat all the time and are taking more of it 
than at this time last year. It is interesting as 
a financial symptom; for it proves that the far- 
mers of this country have the money strength 
to bold their wheat themselves, and are not 
compelled to drop it into the custody of Euro- 
pean or New York capitalists. It is interesting 
to the merchants and t manufacturers of the 
country as an indication that tbe f armsr, the 
most important and most frequent buyer of 
goods, is determined to improve bis purchasing 
power by holding ever 100,000,000 bushels or 
more, getting the same price for the remaining' 
400 000,000, less the quantity he consumes, as 
he would have gotten for the whole 500,000,000 
if he bad sacrificed it, and finally selling the 
ICO 000,000 held overeat his own price. 


It would be, indeed, remarkable if the Amer 


ican farmer, oat of debt as he is for tbe most 
part aid enriched by the sale of a series of big 
crops at high mices, were willing to part with 
his crop at thj miserabla prices he is now of- 
fered by the Liverpool buyers and the Wall 
street short seller.

The CormJiman 
of this generation is more like the average 
English fusion of race than like the Belg-R- 
Gaul, from whom he is popularly suppo- ed to 
have sprung. The German or'Celtir blood, 
however pure and distinct it mav be kept, 
after two generations in America,"is hardly 
distinguishable the one from the other. It 
becomes a new type or race, as distnu't from 
its prototype as the Greeks or the Germans 
became from their'Indo progenitors. Tne 
softening influence of the climate of In na 
disappeared entirely among the Indo-Ger- 
mamcs, and was modified out of recognition 
in the character of the ancient Greeks This 
may have resulted in part f i om a fusion of 
the India stock with an aboriginal race, both 
in Greece and m Germany, but there is, no 
history to substantiate the hypothesis. 


THE VANDALS AND ITALIANS. 


Other experience within the historic era 


supports the theory that climate changes the 
race character. When the Vanda's Entered 
Spain from the north as conquerors they pos 
sessedallthe chai actaristics of the hardy 
Norsemen. After a few generations in that 
warm climate these characteristics softened 
and another wavo of conquerors fiv,ni the 
noith supplanted them, and after two cen- 
times' residence in Africa every oiigiual 
noi them quality was lost and Gen. Belisarms 
found it as easy to subjugate them as it \\ as 
for Aurelian to conquer the effeminate Pal- 
myreans. The Gauls, Goths, Lombards and 
Huns, who in their turn flooded Italy with 
migratory waves, either as conquerors or 
tolerated settlers, each in turn, after a few 
generations, became in all respects Italians, 
a new race, quite distinct from those whence 
they sprung. Doubtless something of this 
change was due to intermarriage with the 
Italian stock, but noi as much as to the 
change of climatic conditions, for the off- 
spring of the fusion soon became as ener- 
vated as the Syrian stock, of which the 
Romans complained centuries bef01 e that it 
was, destroying the vigor of Roman char- 
acter. 


THE SPANISH-AMERICAN RACE. 


The Spaniards who conquered and settled 


in Mexico, Central and South America, 
nearly a century before the English CO!CH 
mzed in North America, were not discounted 
in vigor, energy, courage and resolution by 
any race that ever existed. But 
after 


the second or third generation had passed 
there remainedjiaidly a vestige of the origi- 
nal qualities imported trom Spam. The 
Spanish-American race, under the enervat- 
ing influence of the south and centml Aniy i- 
can climate, was sunk out of all compaiJsou 
t elow that ot the English and Celtic stock 
that planted themselves in the inv isolating 
climate ot North America. Something of 
this remarkable change may also t e attri- 
buted to inter marriage with the native race-- 
and to tLe rapid decline of Spam herself as a 
great power among nat'ons after the depth 
oJt Pluhp II. But not so mu-h as to tLe 
effects ot climate. The fusion racj ^ as not 
up to tjhc standard of the Aztecs m the \ a'! 
ot Mevico, ortho Incis in the Peruvian plJ- 
tcau, either ph\ Mcally or intellectually. 


IN 'IRK LMTED SriT^. 


The contrast is alrno,tus striking between 


the descendants ot ihe iare, that original!v 
settled the American states a^ between the 
Spanish and the English blood as we now 
Hud it on this continent. After two cen- 
turies and half the people of New England 
and New York not only compare favorably 
with the present condition of the races 
whence they spiang, but have improved the 
blood in many respects and originated a dis- 
tinct race superior to anything found m the 
Old World. In the same generations the 
softening influence of climate in the states < 
south of the Roanoke has-vreduced precisely 
the same original bkxxrto a condition that 
to s>ay the least, does not compare favoiably 
with that of the toivmost people of the Old 
World to-day. It may be said, and peihaps 
with truth, that slavery is partly ihe t^u^e 
of the southern inertia. The UHVH er to that 
is that the climate mvited slavery and is 
therefore Jie underlying cause. 


THE TRUTH OF EXPERIENCE. 


It is the truth of experience that the men 


and woiiieu of New England, the middle states, 
the west and the south who emigrated to 
California thirty years ago have become dis- 
tinctively Californians; and the American 
who migrates into Guatemala or Nicaragua 
will in a still more more marked degree be- 
come a Guatemalan orNicaraguan in charac- 
ter. The same stream of migration tram the 
"states" to this Pacific coast from 1846 to 
1S50, which, dividing at old Fort Hall, went 
one division to Oregon or Washington terri- 
tory, the other to California, has, t'r^im cli- 
matic causes, produced differences in charac- 
ter as marked as are found betueeu ttie peo- 
ple of Man:e and the pjople of Flouda. 
Thirty yeVtt after tho floo 1 of emigration 
shall have %et in motion from this stotXi <iiid 
Oiegon and \Vashiugtoii into ttie province ot 
Alashi, there will be a ujw tj-jtot cliarac'er 
evolved there di-tmct trom that of t;« 
souives whence it came, tUou^L- ot ilie self- 
same blood and race.

Other sources are 
"coal soot, stale urine, guano, etc." The 
"Encyclopedia Brittanica"' says of it- 
"Carbonate of ammonia is obtained in 
largest quantities by the pu' refaction of 
the urine of animals, or the dry distilla- 
tion of animal matter. "Koscoe's chem- 
istry states "when horns or clippings of 
hides are heated, ammonia is given ofi; 
hence ammonia was known as spirits of 
hartshorn." 
''The name ammonia is 


derived from the fact that a com- 
pound containing ammonia was first 
prepared by heating camels' dung." 
"Ammonia is mainly obtained from the 
ammouiacal liquors of 
gas 
works." 


Guano, the dried excrement of sea birds, 
and the urine of animals, likewise con- 
tain large quantities of ammonia. Far- 
mers know its value as a fertilizer, and 
physicians know its value as a counter- 
irritant and valuable stimulant. All 
physicians class it among drugs, and as 
a drug it is a question whether it is not 
better to let it remain in the hands of 
physicians and druggists, and leave it 
out of our food. A recent article, called 
a "Baking Powder Trick," condemns as 
a scheme or trick the simple method 
which has been given through these col- 
umns, whereby a housewife may ascer- 
tain, without the aid of chemists or 
chemical apparatus, whether she is using 
an aiticle free from disgusting ingredi- 
ents; and after once convinced of the 
true source of ammonia, and its presence 
in an article of food, it is her option 
whether 
the use of it is 
contin- 


ued or not. The test may be a 
simple one, but

the unsuspecting find that cans of

If an article has 
merit, and has once become established 
in a home, its merits will always insure 
it a place there, but if a product of daily 
use through unreliable sources is made 
to appear better than it is, any means, 
however simple, by which Its inferiority 
may be judged, ought to be thankfully 
received by an intelligent consumer.

Like 
Montana, Idaho and parts of western Oregon 
and Washington, the western limits of Dikota 
are mo e fatt ;d for cattle and sheep raising, 
than to agricu Iture 
Still iven in this portion 


of Dakota, goc d far*ning lands are found, as in 
parts of Mont ma, Idaho and Eastern Or. gon 
and Washington, but like all the agricultural 
lands in Mont: na and Jdaho, irrigation is uaa- 
ally necessary, which, to", is in great measure, 
true of those parts of Eastern On gon and 
Washington v hich are adopted to cultivation. 
The process of irrigation, while it uffoids large 
crops, produces an inferior quality, by nb 
means to be compared with No. 1 &ard, tbe 
wheat of Norti Dakota. 
J here are plenty of 


railroad and government lands within con- 
venient distan< :e of market still to be had even 
in the vicinity of Bismarck, tbe capital of the 
territory and 
i 'onnty seat of Bnrleigb coun'j, 


the agricultural Banner county of thf- north- 
west, as well is IQ Morton, Al -Lean and o-her 
rich farming conu'ies, and near ths ttiuaHer 
stations, almost to the Montana li <>.

these counties, and in othe s not nam-d, but 
especially in tliose 'jiriK npa' Gu'leit;h county, 
or as a strong ;r wyl b-'tier u iderstand, near 
Bismarck, abundant cropv «>f wheat, oat", corn 
and other giaii* with potatoes, small fruit and 
other products reward tbe labor of the farmer 
without need of resorting to irregation.

this region is well watered by numerous lake*, 
rivers and springs, and was a paradise fo the 
stock raiser, and is so yet, but land is growing 
too valuable agriculturally, to permit of its 
long continuance as a stock raising country. 
In Dakota the fa<rmer has not to expend time 
and money f ur years in clearing his land of 
dense growth! of timber and underbrush, as 
wonld be his case on lauds in the greater part 
of Western Orjegon and Washington; nor is he 
compelled, as in portions of those sections, at 
great expense, to dyke them. 
In Dakota bis 


land ia ready for the plow—plowed and seeded, 
it returns snch crops of wheat, barley, oats, 
corn, potatoes with other grains and roots, as

the quantity and the unsurpassed quality of its 
productions.

far as tbe question 
of 
health is 


concerned, each Dakotaian presents an an- 
swer in himself that the country is healthy. 
Men, women and children show in their appear- 
ance the benefit of living in a region, where the 
air is pare and miasma unknown. This whole 
northern county, however, is healthy—though 
Pnget Sound [with parts of the lower Colombia 
and Willamette disTiots, should be excepted 
from this statement, for tbere malarial diseases 
w;th rheumatism, are very prevalent, and they 
are far from good places' for sufferers from 
lung or throat affections—due, I presume, to the 
general absence of lime in the soil, and conse- 
quently in the v ater, the bones of persons na- 
tive to Oregcn and Washington, aa of those 
living there for a number of years, become 
weak, and it i s no unnsnal thing to meet with 
young people of fifteen or fewer years, com- 
pelled to result to artificial teeth. In Dakota 
the four seaso is are well defined, and its inhab- 
itants are all t be better for this provision of na- 
ture. In Wei item Oregon and Washington, as 
in California, thersare only two seasons, the 
rainy and the dry. 
But do not suppose that 


though "the thermometer stands higher with 
them in winter than it does in Dakota, that the- 
climate is as i leasant. I recall a conversation 
with a friend at Portland, Ore., who afterwards 
settled at Bisioarck, and is still in North Da- 
kota 
It was daring the month of November, 


and the effects of the long-continued rains, 
with nothing but the dark green foliage of tbe 
dripping firs visible in the distance had pro- 
duced on na, a sit does on all, a most depressing 
influence. In such a scene he asked me if I had 
ever felt the cold as severely ii the east as 
there, saying 1 hat though born in St. Fan), and 
accustomed to a 1 >w stage1 in the thermometer, 
he there bad u o difficulty in keeping warm by 
winter clothi ig: but that here (Portland), 
though dresse 1 as in winter at St. Paul, he was 
always cold at d conld not keep, warm. I had 
the same feel; ng. I suppose that this chilli-

nesa of the rainy season, and of the nights of 
the whole year in Western Oregun and Wash 
ington ia both owing to the excessive humidity 
of tbe air as well as in part to the free move- 
ment of the air being greatly restrained by [the 
Bnrronnding dense forests and 
neighboring 


mountains. Fires in these foAsts produce a 
most unpleasant condition of the atmosphere in 
the latter part of the summer and commence- 
ment of fall. They produce what is called the 
smoky season at Portland. I presume that tbe 
reason that tbe climate of the western part of 
Oregon and Washington is so prejudicial to 
new arrivals of middle age or advanced in life, 
is tbe absence of vitality, or ozone in the air. 
Of this Dakota nas an abundance; hen-e her 
health. Frequently after a year or so, a new 
comer will lose his strength, and though feeling 
well, will daily grow weaker. His physician 
will tell him that he cannot live in that climate, 
but must return to the more bracing air of the 
country west of tbe Bocky mountains, and that 
aa soon as he breathes the ozone or the eastern 
air, even at the summit of tht se mountains, be 
will begin to "regain strength. Tbe settler in 
Dakota does not have to leave it _to regain 
health or strength; on the contrary, he grows in 
health and strength tbe Ijnger he remains. 


Eastern Oregon and Washington are to a great 


extent, stock sections, and raise large numbers 
of excellent horses, beef cattle and sheep, with 
a verj good quality of wheat. Still the country 
suitable for growing grain is limited in those 
districts, and the agricultural lands near to 
markets were mostly taken up years ago. The 
difficulty with the whole country ie a deficiency 
in water, the deep canons in parts of the 
country seeming to drain the wh >le surround- 
ing region. 


Fruit in some years and in some localities 


does very well, and it mnat be owned that in 
this respect Oregon and Washington excel Da 
kota, still peaches and grapes are very uncer- 
tain, as in a less degree are apples, pears and 
plums, owing to late frosts. In western Ore. 
gon and Washington, apples, pears and cherries 
are very fine and ranch cider is made. Plums 
are a failure owing to the ravages of the 
.cnrcalio. 
As in Dakota, small fmits and 


vegetables are excellent and produce largely. 
Corn is unprofitable and never grown as a tield 
crop in Oregon and Wa hington, the nights 
being too cold, as is the case generally through- 
out California. Wordo grapes or peaches thrive 
in western Oregon and Washington. 
In wes- 


tern Oregon as in Pnget Sound, one of the 
principal resources ie lumbering, and on Pu- 
get Sound this is the overshadowing industry. 
No where in the world are there filer t, acts of 
timber than on the timber slope of the Cascade 
mountains, the Coast mountains, the lower 
Columbia and especially on Pnget Sound. Of 
course, lumbering and saw mills afford one of 
the most lucrative investments for capital in 
that region, bat the lumbermen and employes 
in the mills do not receive large wages. 
The 


salmon fisheries of the Columbia and to a less 
extent ot Puget Sound, also yield large return"- 
on the capital invested. There are two runs of 
salmon in the year, which" attract fishermen 
from all the adjacent regions, but the wages 
are not high and the fi.hing is attended' with 
exposure, hardship and danger, nor does the 
season last long. At one tune the Willamette 
valley was one of the great producing regions 
of the world. It'is r ow more than eclipsed by 
North Dakota, both in yield and quality < 1 
wheat produced. There is very little if any 
government land in this valley. 
The lands 


there are mostly improved and are held at over 
$100 per acre. The little unimproved lands are 
in the hands of speculators and held at high 
figures. Still they may become lower as tbe 
yield of wheat from constant cropping, annu- 
ally decreases and since rust has made its E . 
pearance 
On the lower Columbia, dairy does 


very well, especially near Astoria, -where from 
the abundance of cold springs of water and 
tbe luxuriance of the grass preserved in all its 
freshness, as it is by almost daily rains, this 
industry is prosecuted under the most favor- 
able conditions. Pnget Sound also offers fine 
natural advantages for this business. 
6 th 


western Washington and Oregon would afford 
good fields for raising poultry, but It he country 
is too wet—too much rain and dampness As 
it is, a turkey is almost a curiosity in either 
r. gion. Cattle are raised to some extent in 
western Oregon and Washington also sheep, 
bat neither do as well as further east. 
The 


theep besides the scab, being subject to foot rot, 
a disease I never heard of east of the Cascade 
mountains and west of Minnesota. 
Vegetables 


unaffected by cold nights grow to a wonnderf ul 
size and great rrofusion in western Oregon and 
Washington, particularly on what are called 
"beaver dam lands." 
Th°se lands are too 


strong for the cultivation of grain, but pro 
duces all kinds of vegetables in profusion; one 
acre yielding from 800 to 1,000 bushels of 
onions, but tbe produce is coarse and wafery. 
When reclaimed these lands were valued at $500 
per Eire. 


Poland, the metropolis of the Northern 


Pacific, is well built 
with gas, electric 


lights, street railroads, water and all the et 
ceteras of a well ordered and enterprising com 
mercial city 
Yet, while Portland will nn- 


donotedly increase in population *n the future, 
many seem to think that in tbe completion of 
tbe Northern Pacific railroad to P,nget Sound 
that her commercial glory will wane, and that 
her commercial commerce will be destined to 
some port on the Sound. 
Good and various 


grounds are given for this opinion. 
That the 


t*o bars at the entrance of the Columbia are 
ver> bad and dangerous and that so far the 
qaicksards of which they are composed, have 


sisteci all attempts to keep the channel from 


shifting. 
For this reason, Astoria, at the 


month (•{ tbe river, in unlikely to be a place of 
much importance, though otherwise it is better 
commercially situated than Portland, and is 
growing very rapidly. To add to the disadvan- 
tage s of Portland as a purt, the rates for marine 
insurance on ves<*6 s and cargoes are much 
higher for vessels going there on them, than for 
those entering the bay of San Francisco, and 
tbe rates for San Francisco are again higher 
than parts on Pnget Sound. Besides on the 
Columbia and Willamette, are two or three 
river bars, which, in spite of continued dredg- 
ing, offer great obstructions to 
t'ae pas-

charges are necessaricy very high. The com- 
merece of Astoria escapes the river bars. Pnget 
Sound has none of these drawbacks to her com- 
mercial supremacy. The anchorage is good, 
with deep water clone to the shores. Tbe under- 
writers' rates are low and a vessel coming into 
the sound can always now get a return cargo of 
coal and lumber, and after the completion of 
the Northern Pacific railroad, of grain in the 
season. From Portland, a vessel not loading in 
the season of shipping grain may have to go 
out in ballast. Besides, if the Northern Pacific 
railroad should, as intended, cross the Columbia 
at Columbia City, thence on the west side to 
Kalama, a small town about forty miles sontli 
of Portland, all of Portland's grain would be 
shipped that way to Tacoma, or Seattle,' and 
what wonld tben bring ships to her wharves? 
Nothing. Her commerce would disapppar in a 
day. The China trade would be alienated in 
time from San Francisco for ports on Pnget 
Sound, and British Columbia are almost a 
thousand miles nearer to the great eastern ship- 
ping points than to that city. This revolution 
in the course of commerce only awaits the ter- 
mination of the Northern Pacific, at Pnget 
Sound and of that of the Canadianjft»cifie rail- 
road at Eaqnimault, Vancouver's Island, and as 
an Ameridan I very greatly fear that unless our 
mercbantile mirine ia bnilt up under the fos- 
tering care of congress that we will live to see 
New York city second to Montreal. Though 
as before said, tbe winters of western Oregon 
and Washington Territory are attended with no 
great fall ot the thermometer, they are very 
uncomfortable from constant rains with attend 
ant chilliness. There ia nothing invigorating 
in one of the winters there. Nor does a laboring 
man or mechanic of any description gain as 
many working days, living there as he could 
jnjoy in the colder, bat dry, purer air, of Da- 
kota. I am sure that there are more working 
days in Dakota than in either California, Ore 
gon or Washington Territory, and fully as well 
remunerated; for in Dakota you do not c >me in 
contact with the Chinese. Wood sawing and 
splitting, wbicb enables many an honest, bard 
working man to bide over a winter in Dakota, 
in the Pacific states ana territories are monop 
oliz d by the CHnese. Wages are cut down in 
tlmcst every avocation of life by cheap Chinese 
abor, and where their labor is found contesting 
with cheap Chinese is not the country for poor 
white mer. To conclude these remarks with 
-he deduction necessarily drawn from them—a 


deduction pointedly shoiro to be true by tbe 
fact that of tbe many emigrants passing through 
Dakota, for the further west, a very large part 
return, particularly from the western pots of 
Oregon and Washington Territory, through dis- 
appointment in obtaining good lands, in wages 
and getting work, and in the healthiness of the 
climate. Many of them decide to take a look 
at Dakota, and after doing so usually conclude 
to settle in North Dakota-a decision which, if 
sooner reacted, would have saved money, time 
and disappointment. Few or any emigrants to 
Dakota return disappointed to the east, and 


! still leas seldom is it tbe ewe with those wro 


have located in Bismarck or its neighborhood. 
No, these immigrants find employment in the 
city or vicinity, else take up land and only re- 
turn for a short time east, when their labor 
has met witl its reward in money and prosper- 
ity, and on their return to North Dakota they 
are invariably accompanied by one or more 
friends who, ae°ing what Dakota baa done for 
tbe advancei lent of one, correctly judges that 
the field is ynt open to more. To recapitulate. 
Health is be :ter in Dakota than in most parts 
of the country, and as good as it is anywhere 
Water is goc d end abundant. Schools are good 
and all chnr :hea are well represented. No better 
crops are raised anywhere, and where as gooi 
are yet to bc| seen. Stock of all kinds thrive 
wich littie food to be supplied. Markets are 
good, of easy and cheap access 
Society excel 


lent. Law and order wel! maintained. Numer- 
ous railroads completed and mors under con- 
struction. Everyone likes the climate, statis- 
tics sbow its h»althfnlnesa. Th~ fertility of 
the aoil will speak for itself at next fall's expo 
sition at N.w Orleans, in its productions, and 
not only to the United States, but to all J?urope 
and to every civilized nation. North Dakota 
needs not to boast, literally by her products 
shall yon know her.

The .Vfcst herds of buffalo, elk, antelope and 
deer, that roamed annually over these vast 
prairies, kept the tender and nutricious grasses 
nipped off close to the ground, destroying its 
radiating and conducting ability and leaving 
tbe ground so naked as to absorb all the heat 
from tbe sun's rays; thus preparing the stubs 
of grass and other refuse vegetation for the 
early summer or fall prairies sat ont by the 
Indians to facilitate their hunting.

and, 135 miles from Benton. He says there is 
no doubt of wonderful gold fields in that re- 


ion. Following this comes the Chicago Times 


wi.h a special from Foit Keogb, which reads as 
ollowa: 


A mining craze equal in excitement and num- 


bers to the late Coeur d'Alene stampede in its 
palmiest days, is now going on in the Little 
iocky mountains to the north and west of here. 
Che new diggings are on the reservation of the 
Jlackfeet, Bloodn and Piegane, bat that w 11 not 
matter if there is gold there in paying quanti- 
ties. There aie not troops enough in Montana 
to chick the stampede or keep the restless 
irospectors off the reservation. Gold was firnt 
lonnd in the Little Bockies as far back as 1866 
jy two pioneer prospectors named J. M. Arnonx 
and Tom Haley. These'haidy adventurers went 
all through the mountains with crude wooden 
rorkers and found colors and gold everywhere. 
They were, however, drive 
oat by the Indians, 


and then came Alder Gulch and Helena acd 
Suite, when the lesser excitement was swal- 


wed up ih the gr.a er ones, andthe Lrtt e 


ttcckies were totally forgotten, for a time at 
least. A rediscovery was made June 15 of the 
present year, or to be exact in dates, a few days 
prior to June 15 Louis Meyers, or Dutch Louie, 
reported at one time to have been dispatched ty 
the vigilantes.wae actually mthe mines cradling 
and panning for gold. Ue jfcis discovered, or 
rather surprised, on June 15,M5y two prospec- 
tors from the Barker district, Frank Aldnch 
and Charley Brown, who came upon Meyers just 
as he had reached bid rock. Louie saw that 
the 
cat was out of

bag,, so the 


three men joined partnership, and in a short 
time afterward Aldrichwent south to Maiden 
to secure additional supplies and lumber. 
Al 


drich ende.-vored to pay out the dost without 
arousing suspicion, bat was not successful, 
and was followed on his return by a number «f 
men, which wap the beginning of the stampede. 
John Nolan, of Fort Assinaboine, was among 
the first on the ground; there were but five 
men th> re when he arrived, which was before 
Aldrich's return from Maiden. 
On Aldrich's 


heels ceme fifty men, and soon afterward the 
number swelled to a hundred. • All the new 
comers were without tools, but they commenced 
work by staking oil claims, bnilding cabins 
and setting up boundaries. 
Nolan had just 


arrived at the fort from the diggings, and he 
stys rich placers and good quartz have been 
found, and that at least fifty men are at work 


The new Eldorado is near the head of Beau- 


champ's creek, a tributary of the Missouri, ane 
the first stream of importance east of Little 
Bocky creek, the latter emptying into the Mis 
aonri opposite Bocky Point. 
The distance 


from the latter place to the mines is not more 
than eighteen miles. From Fort Benton, over 
land, the exact distance is 135 miles—one 
hundred miles to the crossing of Cow creek 
twenty five miles to Cypriennes, on Warn: 
cJpring creek, and ten miles from there to the 
gulch. The road from Fort Benton to the 
mines is good, and a vehicle of any kind can 
be driven right into the gulch without an; 
difficu'ty. Fort Assinaboine is the neares 
civilized point to the new mines, and is situa- 
ted in a noithwesterly direction, sevecty fivi 
miles distant as the crow flies. Discover 
Gulch, where the gold is found, is about fivi 
miks long, and will, unlike Pritchard's gulch in 
• hi Coear d'Alenes, pr^ve an easy one to work 
Nolaa siys that when he left the camp ten 
claims wer being worked. A miners' meeting 
wan held as soon as there were enough men 01 
t e ground to call a meeting, and laws for the 
district adopted. A double claim of MX hun- 
dred feet was given to the discoverer, while the 
otheis drove their stakes above and below 
"Discovery Claim," as they willed. Nolan also 
saw near the mouth of the gulch a pit 100x151 
feet that hud evidently been sluiced oat yean 
ago. This was either made 
by Arnonx 


and 
Haley in 1868, before the Indians drove 


them out of the country, or, as many seem 
to think, by Chris Eeyes, who was known to be 
prospecting in the Little Bockies in 1864, 
who has never been seen or heard of since 
Perhaps these new gjld fields are the ideiitica 
ones that Inred Chris. Keyes to his death go 
many years ago. This pioneer prospector cer- 
tainly made a discovery, for before he left Fort 
Becton, in Febrnsrj, 1865, to go on the trip 
from which he never returned, be sbowrd a bag 
of dust and nuggets—worth about $5,000 in 
all—which he was very fond <<f saying'came 
from "K yes' go!d mine." Ba tried to induce 
others to go back with him to his discovery, but 
as everyb dy knew the country down there to be 
full of hostile red men, no one would go, 
Nothing daunted, Keyea commenced prepara- 
tions for the expedition. He built a Mackinaw 
boat, which he loaded with sapp'lies and miners' 
tools, and, launching bis craft on the muddy 
Missouri, started for his new El Dorado with 
flying colors. A Sioux squaw came into Fort 
Benton late in the fall of the same year, and 
brought the information that a paletace who 
arrived in a boat bad been massacred by Sioux 
Indians in Augnat, near Bocky Point, on the 
Big Muddy. She said, by signs and broken 
English, that thp white man was digging in the 
ground ai)d washing the saad, wh n a war 
party of Sioux out after Grow Indiana came 
suddenly npon him and scalped 'him alive. She 
offered to guide anybody to the ,?pot who was 
willing to follow her, but in those days it was 
such risky bnaineoa to go into a hostile country, 
even well armed, that no one was willing to 
volunteer for the journey, even if a mountain 
of gold awaited him. Keyea' secret died witn 
him, and as Arnonx and Haley were simplv 
.rocking foe gold, and not -placer washing, it is 
general!; believed that the great pit recently 
found near the mouth of this new gold-bearing 
gulch was f Iniced oat by Chris Eeyes in 186'. 


It is too early yet to tell much about these 


new gold fields in the Little Bocky mountains, 
bat certain it in that gold is found there, and 
that a large body of men have such confidence 
in the gulch that they are hastily constructing 
cabins or patting ap shelter of some kind with 
a view to wintering there. The committee of 
experts, sent out by the citizens of Fort Benton 
to examine the mines have repotted them solid; 
and as they bad no reason to send back exag- 
gerated reports', we may presume that their 
report can ba relied up'D. They said: "Good 
—better {han expected." 


As it is now getting late in the Reason, there 


will probably not be mnch of a stampede from 
the east to this point this winter. There ought 
not to be. The time to go will be in the spring 
as soon as the boats begin running from Bis- 
marck. Tie boats inn to within lees than 
thirty mile i of the mines and the trip from 
Bismarck can be made in from four to seven 
days. 


will be folly as profitable in this region as in 
Ohio. Their flock baa wintered well both 
winters, the percentage of loss being less than 
in Ohio because of thedrynessof the atmos- 
phere.

We did not care to 
have his wife see him otner than as she had 
seen him alive. He has rich parents in the 
old country, but they staunchly refuse to have 
anything to do with him. His desire to obtain 
mone> had caused him to forge the names of 
the trustees of the church to their notes, and 
this with_the clamor of the creditors probably 
caused him to do the ra«h act he did. He was 
a continunl annoyance to himself and all who 
became intimate with him, and he is now bet 
ter i fE than if he was alive.
